ents now claimining indemnities from 
Germany depends upon-the plea that 
the whole German people are to 
blame for fhe orgy of devastation

1-f the Kaiser and his immediate 


entourage caused it by exercising 
the privilege of autocracy, and the 
mass of the people merely obeyed 
orders, 
then the German populace 


can plead a good excuse. 


But if the Kaiser simpty acted as 


the spokesman of the German nation 
in deference to the demands of a 
people enthusiastically in favor of 
war, then it is justifiable to "soak 
'em the. limit." 


'As a mailer of cold fact, the lat-
